"stei’n warning" to the Austrian foreign minister about 
Austria's "negative attitude" on the EEC question. He 
stopped short of delivering an ultimatum^/ 

^Last July, Khrushchev and other Soviet officials 
indicated to Austrian Chancellor Gorbach that they 
would not necessarily oppose some special Austrian 
relationship with the EEC designed to protect Aus- 
tria's important trade with EEC countries. Austrian 
leaders, as a consequence, believed that they had at 
least tacit Soviet approval for proceeding with nego- 
tiations with the EEC. ) 

/Austrian Foreign Minister Kreisky sees Avilov’s 
statement as the beginning of intensified bloc pres- 
sure on Austria, perhaps in the expectation that the 
government to be elected next month might reconsider 
Austria's position on the EEC. He foresees no shift, 
however, in Vienna's plans to start EEC negotiations 
as soon as possible. He insisted to Avilov that the 
Austrians were prepared to associate with the EEC 
under terms that woul^d protect their neutrality, which 
only they must define.

Brazil- Boiand : Brazil apparently plans to ac- 
cept a Polish offer of 100 helicopters and a plant for 
helicopter manufacture if payment can be made in 
surplus commodities, particularly coffee. 

The offer, which is reported by Brazil’s official 
press agency, provides for gradual nationalization 
of the plant. Brazil has shown interest in Soviet bloc 
helicopters for more than a year. 

Brazil is chronically short of foreign exchange. 

It is likely to accept anything useful which can be 
paid for in coffee, since its surplus is considerably 
greater than can be sold in the foreseeable future. 
Brazilian iron ore may also be included in commodi- 
ties offered to Poland. / 
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
